Assembly Approves 
Name Change Bill

He received 
a bachelors degree from Oregon 
State University and a master of 
business administration degree 
from the University of Washing- 
ton. Miller was awarded his 
doctorate of business ad- 
ministration degree with a major 
in finance and business eco- 
nomics. 

Miller served as a partner 
in a construction and logging firm 
prior to entering graduate school. 
For the past six years, he has 
been engaged in full-time college 
amd university teaching and 
administration. 

He is the author of several 
articles and two monographs in

Despite the opposition of the 
Assembly’s speaker and the 
chairman of its education 
committee, the bill which would 
change the name of the state 
college system to ‘‘state uni- 
versity’’ system, and which would 
allow the Board of Trustees to 
designate certain of the state 
colleges ‘‘state universities,’’ 
passed the Assembly and has been 
sent to the Senate. 

The bill, introduced at the 
request of the state college 
Trustees, was passed after a 
dramatic roll call. The original 
roll call produced only 39 
favorable votes, with 41 being 
needed for approval; however,

The principal arguments 
against the legislation were that 
the name would confuse the public 
and that it would serve as an 
entering wedge for changing the 
role assigned to the state colleges 
by the Donahoe Act Master Plan 
for Higher Education. 

Supporters of the bill main-

Plans Laid For New Library 


A new six story, multi-million 
dollar SSC library, is scheduled 
to be ready for occupancy in 
1970 according to Gordon P. 
Martin, college librarian. This 
library will be located next to 
the present Engineering Building, 
which will lose one of its wings 
in order to accomodate the new 
structure. 

According to thenew library’s 
plans, upon entering the library, 
one mayeither 0 directly 
into a reserve book room and 
reading area, or into the library 
proper. To enter the main portion 
of the library, one walks through 
a turnstile into a large, spacious 
lobby. From this lobby one can 
see the circulation department, 
inter-library loan, card catalog, 
etc. If one wishes to go to the

An escalator takes patron to 
the third floor which will house 
the Education and Psychology 
reading room. The fourth floor 
will house Social Science, and 
the fifth floor will be devoted 
to Humanities and Fine Arts. 

The penthouse, or sixth floor, 
will be for technical services, 
such as records, and processing 
of books. It will also house the 
library administration and will 
contain a staff lounge and rooftop 
patios and gardens. 

Each reading room is designed 
alike. They all will contain large 
tables and chairs as well as 
individual study carrells and 
group study rooms.

KVIE Broadcast Travel Study Groups 
Depart This Week 


Circles Globe 


The Beatles, Van Cliburn and 
Leonard Bernstein, Japanese 
shrimp fishermen, a 16-year-old 
Canadian mermaid, and a Wis~- 
consin farmer will be among the 
performers in ‘‘OUR WORLD,”’ 
the first globe-circling live tele- 
cast in history. ‘OUR WORLD,” 
will be broadcast Sunday, June 
25 on KVIE — Channel 6 at 
12 Noon and again that evening 
at 8 p.m., The two-hour program 
will be repeated again on 
Channel 6 Tuesday, June 27 at 
9 p.m. 

Eighteen nations are taking 
part in the historic two-hour 
telecast, which wili be beamed 
via four satellites — three 
American and one Russian — 

a potential viewing audience on 
five continents of nearly 500 
million persons, or 14 per cent 
of the world’s population. The 
contributing countries are Tu- 
nisia, Japan, Austria, France, 
Sweden, Italy, Spain, England, 
West Germany, East Germany, 
Soviet Union, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, Poland, Canada, Mexi- 


Findings Announced 


Assembly Speaker Jesse M. 
Unruh announced some pre- 
liminary findings of a study of 
tuition at the state colleges and 
University conducted for the Joint 
Legislative Committee on Higher 
Education. 

Unruh, chairman of the 
committee, said that the study 
was conducted by the Berkeley 
economic consulting firm of 
David Bradwell and Associates. 

‘*Perhaps the most startling 
single fact revealed by this 
study,’’ Unruh said, ‘‘concerns 
the relationship of student income 
to parental income. 

“The study shows that stu- 
dents with high incomes come 
either from families where the 
parents’ incomes are very low 
(under $3,000 per year) or from 
families where the incomes are 
relatively high (over $10,000 per 
year), Students with the lowest 
cash incomes come from homes 
where the parents’ incomes are 
between $7,500 and $10,000 per 
year.”’ 

The study concluded _ that 
tuition represented a higher per- 
centage of total cash expenditures 
for students from middle-income 
families than for students from 
high or low-income homes. 

According to the Bradwelf re- 
port, “if a problem group exists 
in respect to small fee additions, 
it is those single students from 
middle-income homes not able to 
supplement parental support with 
outside earnings. Students from 
low-income homes who are able 
to attend college have, in most 
instances, obtained scholarship 
or non-University employment 
which bring their incomes above 
the University-wide average ”’ 

The report is based upon a 
survey of the income distribution 
and expenditure patterns of stu- 
dents at the University of 
California’s Berkeley and Santa 
Cruz campuses. The study also 
revealed significant differences 
in the costs of food, clothing 
and entertainment between the 
two campuses, with the costs at 
Berkeley higher in all categories. 

“If this is indeed the case,”’ 
Unruh said, ‘‘tuition may well 
decrease competitive pressure 
for admission to campuses with 
high costs of living and increase 
pressure at campuses with low 


living costs. I? a student is not 
admitted to the campus of his 
choice — and if this choice is 
based upon finances — he may 
find it too great a financial hard- 
ship to attend the University 
at another campus.”’ 


The Bradwell report also con- 
tains these findings: 


— Parental support accounted 
for a little more than half of 
the average total income of low- 
income single students. Married 
students on the average were 
almost as financially dependent 
on their spouses as single stu- 
dents were on their parents. 


-— Approximately 9% of the 
students attending the University 
of California at Berkeley had 
incomes HIGHER than those of 
their parents. 

— Non-University employ- 
ment was more important than 
University income and scholar- 
ships in accounting for high levels 
of per capita income among stu- 
dents. 

— Single out-of-state stu- 
dents were generally better off 
than their California counter- 
parts. Their ability to qualify for 
scholarships and University 
sources of income appears great- 
er than that for California 
students. 

— A higher proportion of 
California students at the Uni- 
versity of California, Berkeley, 
came from high-income homes 
than did out-of-state students. 

— Berkeley students, which 
include a higher percentage of 
married students and graduate 
students thar is found at Santa 
Cruz, have significantly higher 
average annual expenditures than 
do Santa Cruz students. 

~~ Married out--of—state 
students were slightly worse off 
financially than married Calif- 
ornia students ($6,278 vs. $6,551 
per year), California students 
relied more heavily on spouses’ 
income than did out-of-state stu- 
dents. 

Unruh explained that this 
report is the first in a series 
of examinations of the ramifi- 
cations of the institution of 
tuition. Bradwell is now conduct- 
ing a similar study at the Los 
Angeles campus of the Uni- 
versity.

Scholarship 
Legislation 
Advances 


A bill which would require 
that any higher education tuition 
revenues which the state might 
collect would have to be spent 
on scholarships and grants, has 
received the approval of the 
Assembly Education Committee. 

Assemblyman Alan G. Pattee 
of Monterey county, author of the 
measure, said it could put an 
estimated $75 million into 
California’s scholarship and 
grant program annually. The pro- 
gram now receives $5 million 
each year. 

The bill is an expression of 
legislative direction to the State 
Colleges’ Trustees to use tuition 
proceeds for student aid, if the 
legislature approves state vol- 
lege tuition. The funds would be 
disbursed on a dual basis of 
scholarship and need.

Perhaps a similar concera 
over possible sogginess cannct 
be counted among the reasons 
for iue location of SSC’s campus, 
bit, a century before the campus 
arose on its site, seasonal damp- 
ness served to bring to this area 
its first inhabitants. 

During the winter of 1852, 
the city of Sacramento was sub- 
merged by a series of floods. 
In addition to rendering in- 
effective various facilities which 
commonly were located in the 
back lots of the city, the flooded 
conditions closed off Sacra- 
mento’s overland supply routes. 

By January 5, 1853, a new

town and supply base arose on 
the high banks of the American 
River, approximately on the site 
where SSC’s residence halls now 
stand. The tent city, called Ho- 
boken, grew rapidly, and soon 
contained five saloons, six meal 
and lodging houses, twenty-four 
general provision concerns 
three bakeries, four restaurants, 
three cigar stores, three dry 
goods stores, two express 
offices, a bank, two hardware 
stores, two book and stationery 
stores, two sign painters, four 
auctioneers, one dentist, a meat 
market, a canvas and drillmaker, 
at least one blacksmith, a drug 
store, a hotel, and a barber shop 
which offered to*barberize all 
that call.’’ 

Although the little settlement 
was lively 2nd bustiing, its life 
was brief. The receeding flood 
waters and a weakened draw span 
on a bridge at 16th street, which 
made Hoboken inaccessible to 
boats from Sacramento, sealed 
the doom of the little city within 
a month after it had been founded. 

Hoboken disappeared without 
a trace; cattle grazed upon the 
land, and hops and peaches quietly 
grew there as a century passed,
